Information Disclosure Statement

The amendment to claim 26, to overcome the USC 112 rejected has been accepted.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 10-17 and 27-34 were deemed allowable in the first office action, and are 
still considered allowable. 

4. Claims 2, 5 and 8 were said to contain allowable subject matter and would be 
deemed allowable if they were to incorporate the subject matter of their preceding 
claims, and rewritten in independent form. The amendment to the claims has 
incorporated these changes and therefore claims 2, 3, 5, 8, and 9 are deemed 
allowable. 

5. Similarly, claims 19, 22, 25 and 26 were said to contain allowable subject matter 
and would be deemed allowable if they were to incorporate the subject matter of their 
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preceding claims, and rewritten in independent form. The amendment to the claims has 
incorporated these changes, and has overcome the 1 12 rejection put forth on claim 26, 
and therefore claims 19, 20, 22, 25, and 26 are deemed allowable.
